Return on their part, ſtipulate to bring down and encou- 
rage a conſtant Currency of Trade from the Inland Coun- 
tries to ſuch allied European Settlements, in Oppoſition to 
other Competitors who have Settlements'on the ſame Coaſt. 

Should Great-Britain therefore give up their preſent Foot- 
ing on the African Coaſt, and conſequently not have it 
in their Power to take the like Meaſures as our Rivals do, 
would not the very Name of an Engliſhman ſoon, not only be- 
come contemptible, but abſolutely forgot amongſt ſuch bar- 
barous People? For, our Rivals being poſſeſs d of all the 
Forts, Caftles and Factories, and their Governors, Factors and 
Agents conſtantly maintaining their Alliances with the 
Irland Natives, muſt not this naturally and inevitably 
prevent all Trade with Britiſb Shipping, gi totally draw 
the Whole into the Channel. of Foreign Settlements, and 
for ever exclude Britiſb Merchants from having any Trade 
on the ſame Coaſt ? | 

So oſt as the Natives are at War amongſt themſelves, which 
is commonly the Caſe of thoſe People, and are not ſupported. 
by their European Ally againſt the Enemy, will they not natu- 
rally feek that Alliance, and carry the whole Trade 
to that Settlement which is the beſt able to aſſiſt them? The

Princes, and eſtabliſhing Factories many hundred Miles In- 
land, by the means of Rivers, where none but ſmall Shgps 
and Canoes can go to traffick? While our Rivals ſhould purſue 
theſe Meaſures, and we neglet Them, is there the leaſt 
Reaſon, to imagine They would ſuffer an Engli/bman to 
purchaſe a Negroe to carry to the Briti/h Colonies and Planta- 
tions, while thoſe Engroſſers had a Plantation of their own 
to ſend them to? Could we ever expect the Re-eſtabliſhment 
of an Afiento Contract, whereby to ſupply the Spani/h Weſt- 
Indies or the Braz:ls with Negroes ? Would not an Abolition 
of the preſent African Company, be an effectual Meaſure to de-

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Frade to their particular Factories, and give due Weight 
to their Alliances with them: As theſe are Facts inconteſti- 
ble, ſure no Man in the Intereſt of his Country, will take 
upon him to ſay that this Trade can be preſerved in future 
to Great Britain, without the effectual Maintainance of the 
Forts and Settlements upon that Coaſt. wy 

Theſe Facts are now ſo notorious, that I am perſwaded 
there is not a Brits/h Trader to the Coaſt of Africa in 
the Kingdom, but will readily grant that our Trade could 
not be carried on with any Security to thoſe Parts, were a 
Britiſh Forts and Settlements in Foreign Hands. 

But if it ſhould be ' imagined that Starioned Ships would 
effectually ſupport our Trade and Intereſt with the Na- 
tives, the Experiment has, and always muſt ipevitably 
prove. abortive, and the Miſtake too late diſcover'd; for 
of. what inland Service, on any Emergency, can they be 
to the Natives; What Opportunity could they have to 
cultivate, ſuch Good-Underſtanding and Alliances with them, 
as the Governors, Factors and Agents of the Company 
do, by travelling hundreds of Miles inland, daily affociating 
with their. Princes. and Chiefs, and doing them conſtant 
Offices of Benevolence? 

At our Britiſt Colonies on the Continent of America, where 
even there are many hundred thouſands of Britiſ Subjects 
reſident, Stationed, Ships alone, tho” ten times the Number 
uſually kept there, would little avail: to ſupport our Foot- 
ing, and our Trade to thoſe Parts, without cultivating a 
conſtant Friendſhip and Alliance with the Indian Nations. 
Do not the French purſue theſe Meaſures as a Barrier a- 
gainſt the Engliſp? If they purſue ſuch Policy, and we re- 


ject 
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je& it, how can we expect to maintain the Brit Intereſt 
to as good Purpoſe as our Neighbours do the irs ?? 

The Caſe is parallel: If the Dusch and the French 
do not truſt the Support and Protection of their Share in 
the African Trade to Stationed Ships only, and we ſhould, 
how could we maintain an Equality of Power and Intereſt 
on ' that Coaſt ? But this Experiment” was actually tried 
about eight Years ago on the Gum-Coaft, and found inef- 
fectual; for when the Government ſent to that Chaff two 
Men of War of ſuperior Force to the French to protect 
the Merchants Ships there, the Frenth by Virtue of one 
Fort only, and their Intereſt with the Natives on Shore, 
brought the - Negroe-Traders under ſuch Subjeftion, 
that they did not dare to carry off any Trade to the Engh/Þ 
Shipping; ; whereby ſundry Britiſh Ships then made ſuch 
ruinous Voyages, that none of late Yeats have ventured 
to Trade to thoſe Parts with, or without Convoy. 5 

But farther; beſides the evident Impoſlibility of Sta- 
tioned Ships, for anſwering the Purpoſes of ſecuring a con- 
ſtant Intercourſe of Trade with the Natives on Shore ; 
would the Expence of ſuch Ships to the Nation, by ſo 
dangerous an Experiment, bear any Proportion to that 
which would enable the Company to protect that Trade 
in general in a much better and more effectual Manner, 
by Means of their Forts and Settlements ? 

So ſenſible have the Legiſlature formerly been of the 
Neceſſity of Forts and Settlements for the Preſervation of 
this Trade, that as often as They have taken the State of 
the ſame into Conſideration, oY have made the ſtrongeſt 
Declarations thereof.

Upon the Expiration af the ſaid Act, in 1712, it was 
again reſolved, That for the preſerving, better carrying on, 
and improving the Trade to. 4frica, it is neceſſary that 
Forts and Caſtles be maintained and enlarged on that Coaſt. 

On the 26th of March, 1739, the Houſe of Commons 
came to the following Reſolutions, ws. 1. That the 
Trade to Africa ought always to 92 11 free and open to 
« all His Majeſty's. Subjects.“ 2. That the Trade and 
Navigation to rica ought never 15 be charged with any 
« Duty for the Maintenance of the Britiſb Forts and Settl-—- 
« ments belonging to the Company.” 3. That it was 
* neceſſary to keep up and maintain the Britiſh Forts and 
* Settlements on the Coaſt of Africa.” 4. That an 
* Allowance ought to be made by Parliament to 
*« the Company to maintain and ſupport the faid Forts and

mittee of Supply, That the Sum of 10,000 J. be. grant-

For, by Accounts taken from the Company's Books, it 
appears. that from December the 32ſt 1929, to December 
the 31ft, 1741, the Expences of maintaining their Forts 
and Settlements in Africa, (exclulive of Commiſſions, &c. 
paid to Agents and Factors abroad, and of the Charges of 
Management, Intereſt paid for Money, and other Contin- 
gent Expences at Home, amounting in 14 Years" to up- 
wards of 70,0001.) have been no leſs than 203,433 U. 
55. 10 d. in Sterling Money; which in an Average, amounts 
to 16,952 J. 155. 5d. per Amn. And tho' the Books 
and Accounts for 1742 and 1743 are not yet come 
from Africa, ſo that they cannot exactly aſcertain the Expences 
of theſe. two laſt Years ; yet if the ſame be taken in 
an Average with the preceding twelve Years, amounting 


as above, to 203,4334. 5 5. 10 d. the Proportion for the 
faid two Years will be 43,905/. 10s. 10 d. more. 


But the Company have received of 'the Publick Mo- 
ney only 136,075 J. 2s. and no more clear of Fees. 
it appears, that from December 3 1ſt 1729, to De- 

cember the 3 1ſt 1743, the Company have expended, in 
ſupport of their Forts and Settlements for the general 
Benefit of the Publick, more than they have received, 
upwards of the Sum of 101,000/. And whether the 
Company have not a Right, conſiſtent with the Prin-

Prinoipal Sum exclaſive of any Intereſt for the Surplus Mo- 
neys unnually expended by them) made Good by the Pub- 
lick, to enable Them to put their Forrs and Berrlements into 
a good and defenſible Condition, is ſubmitted to your 
impartial Judgment. 

I am willing t6 flatter © myſelf that You will by this 
Time think 1 have ſaid enough in the foregoing Pages to 
convince every impartial Reader of the Importance of the 
Britiſh Forts and Settlement on the Coaſt of Africa; and 
of the Neceflity of maintaining and ſupporting Them, 
in a better and more effectual Manner than the Com-
